
1981 GRADUATE ECHOES CHURCHILL’S ADVICE "NEVER GIVE UP”

"Never. . . Never... Never... Never... NEVER... 
NEVER GIVE UP!" 

These words were the sum total of a commencement 
address given by Sir Winston Churchill at his alma mater, 
Harrow Boy's School, in England. If I had the renown of 
Winston Churchill, I might also have the nerve to make a 
speech like that and sit down. As it is, I must qualify my 
remarks. 

What do I mean when I say, "Never give up"? After 
all, as Christians, we don't have to depend entirely upon 
our own courage, determination, and intestinal fortitude 
to see us through the trying times in life. In Christ, we 
have an Ultimate Source of strength, peace, and hope to 
help us through all of life's hardships. Nevertheless, we 
all have our struggles, those problem areas in each of our 
lives that on occasion seem almost invincible. I am sure 
that we have all confronted obstacles that appeared so 
formidable, that the only possible solution (we might 
think at the time) is to quit . . . , to throw in the towel. 

For a student, this obstacle might be finishing school. 
For a graduate, it may be facing the future. For a 
member of the faculty or staff, it could be to continue 
in your job. Maybe the biggest trial some of you parents 
will face is to put up with us graduates as we return 
home. Whatever your situation, never give up. 

If anyone here is ready to give in to any problem in 
your life, to pull out a white flag and admit defeat, then 
this day should be a day of resignation. IT IS NOT! 
Today is a day of commencement— a new beginning. 
May I contend that this new beginning applies not only 
to us graduates as we seek the paths that God would 
have us walk, but that it applies to all of us. For some, 
the new beginning might be to develop new attitudes as 
we tread upon old and familiar paths. 

To Faculty and Staff 

The first party that I address this morning is the 
group at Bryan that does the most work for the least 
recognition-the faculty and staff. For the faculty, I 
know that it must be hard, putting up with us students, 
often in overcrowded conditions and with heavy teach- 
ing schedules. Many of you do all this and seek to 
further your own education at the same time. In spite of 
the many hardships, never give up. For it is as you seek a 
greater understanding of your specialized area, and a 
constant improvement in your teaching ability, that 
Bryan will continue to offer the student, as it has for 
fifty years, a top-quality education in almost every 
academic discipline.

For the staff, some of you who toil constantly in 
hidden offices, having little contact with the students, it 
must be easy to grow weary typing, filing, cleaning, and 
doing all those things to make Bryan run so smoothly 
and effectively. You may find this hard to believe, but 
we do notice your work, and we do appreciate it. Even 
when we are too bogged down in college life to express 
our gratitude, never give up, for God is always watching; 
and He desires and deserves a quality that is not 
dependent on prominent visibility. 

For all the faculty and staff, one of the things we 
have valued most in our years at Bryan is your 
availability to us, and your concern for each of us— not 
as numbers— but as divinely created beings. I know it is 
often hard to make time for a student, but never give up, 
for it is well worth your time. The Bible says it better 
than I ever could, in I Corinthians 15:58; "Therefore my 
beloved brethren, be steadfast, immovable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord, knowing that your 
toil is not in vain in the Lord." 

To Administrators and Trustees 

I would next like to say a word to Dr. Mercer and the 
administration and to the trustees of Bryan College. I 
have served for the last two years as President of the 
student body here at Bryan, and it has been a tremen- 
dous privilege to sit in meetings with these great men of 
God. I appreciate their intense desire that Bryan remain 
true to its original purposes to keep Christ Above All 
and to accomplish the total development of each student 
for God's glory. These fifty years have not been easy. 
Getting its start virtually in the midst of the Great 
Depression, Bryan has withstood the tests of a major 
world war, the Korean conflict and Vietnam, and an 
almost-national uprising of college students during the 
sixties, followed by the period of apathy which charac- 
terized the seventies. These trying years have taken their 
toll, and many colleges that once called themselves 
"Christian" have fallen by the wayside. But Bryan has 
stood firm and faithful to the One who is our primary 
goal. As we move into this new decade of the eighties, 
the prospects look bright in the areas of enrollment,

expansion, and overall growth, but the trials will also be 
there. As these trials come, I challenge you, administra- 
tors and trustees of Bryan College, never give up in 
keeping Christ above all at Bryan, and in staying true to 
God's infallible word, as in the past fifty years. 

To Fellow Students 

My words to the underclassmen are brief. Never give 
up, you'll get here someday, even though it sometimes 
seems impossible. I personally have rejoiced many times 
that when my mother sent me off to college as an eager, 
conquer-the-world freshman, she didn't send any towels 
with me. There were several times in my college 
experience, as I faced seemingly insurmountable trials, 
that if I had only had a towel, I would have thrown it in. 
Never give up. 

To Parents 

For you parents, as we receive our diplomas today, 
we are perhaps the strongest evidence of your persist- 
ence and determination. How numerous are the times we 
have caused you grief, the times we have let you down, 
and the times when you must have felt like giving up. 
Yet it was from my parents, as it was for most of the 
seniors, that I learned the meaning of perseverance and 
determination, that I learned to trust wholly in God and 
to be content with whatever He chooses to give us. More 
importantly, it was through my parents, during my 
formative years, that I developed my personal concept 
of God, and I learned that He, like my parents, would 
always consider me His son, whether I was a president or 
a prisoner. Dear parents, never give up on us. We still 
need you. 

To Classmates 

Finally, I address the seniors. Many of you are among 
my best friends, and I pray that we always maintain that 
friendship. When we came to Bryan, we all had basically 
the same goals. For the last four years, we have labored 
together, sharing one another's trials, and sharing one 
another's joys. Now we are about to separate— each 
going his own way— and many of us may never cross 
paths again. We will carry on the world-wide tradition of 
the Bryan College alumnus, with many of us in full-time 
Christian service as pastors or missionaries, and many 
serving faithfully as teachers or businessmen. 

The diploma that we receive today will tell the world 
that we have crossed the threshold of our lives. But we 
must never let it tell us that we have come as far as we 
can come. It does not signify that many lessons we have 
not yet learned are now unlearnable, or that many 
unattained goals are now unattainable. God's work in 
our lives is limited only to the extent that we limit it. 
Let us seek to draw constantly closer to Him and to be 
used of Him in any way that He desires to use us. In this 
way, we can change our country: we can change our 
world. Never give up on God. He never gives up on us. 

As I started by quoting the great Winston Churchill, 
so shall I conclude. "This is not the end," he said, "It is 
not even the beginning of the end. But it is perhaps the 
end gf the beginning."*

Among the problems of life in Zaire are 
such as the recent change in currency when missionaries, 
churches, and pastors lost thousands of dollars; nearly 
$2,000 worth of gasoline was stolen little by little while 
the Crumleys were away in Kenya; prices continue to 
rise with inflation registering about 300%. Add to that 
hepatitis and a rabies-infected dog which required them 
to pay for rabies vaccine for 22 people— but in all these 
distresses, they trust God. 

DAVID '52 and MARY (GROVER) '53 NAFF 
arrived in New York on February 13 from Monrovia, 
Liberia, where they serve at Radio Station ELWA. David 
visited the Eye Clinic in Wheaton in March because of 
complications in his left eye. If conditions permit, they 
plan to travel to Florida, to Arkansas, and then back 
east. They are making their furlough headquarters at 
Mentor, Ohio. 

GEORGE '55 and Norma HABERER plan to return 
to Papua, New Guinea in June. They will go to an 
interior town of Kerowagi, 80 miles from Goroka, where 
they ministered previously. They plan for a youth 
ministry among English-speaking youth residing in dor- 
mitories in the town high school and for children 
attending the elementary school.
